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Lack of System of Standardized 
Weapons Big Weakness of NATO 


ee —_ ———

NEW YORK, Jan. 3—Charges 
published in the British press 
recently that tne United States 
used unethical methods to sell 
‘warplanes to West Germany 
underscore one of the principal 
weaknesses of the Atlantic al- 
liance. 

The charges, though they 
distorted the situation, serve to 
call attention to one of the 
failures at the recent meeting 
of the North Atlantic Council 
in Paris. The United States | 
proposed—and Britain, among 
others, opposed—the creation 
of a “family” of weapons in 
the alliance. 

The United States plan 
would have given the alliance 
the authority to test varying | 
new weapons developed by: in- 
dividual members and then fo | 
adopt as standard for its mem- | 
bers the most advanced weap- 
ons. | 

Presumably those nations 
most capable of making the 
adopted weapons would manu- 
facture them. The plan, if 
adopted, would have pooled the 
resources of western Europe | 
and would have resulted in a 
far greater standardization of 
arms and planes than has yet 
been possible. No agreement 
was reached. 

Britain Needs Trade. 


Britain, to which export trade 
is life itself, has long consid- 
ered the products of its arma- 
ments industry an important 
part of this trade, and it has 
felt that its new missiles and 
aircraft might well serve Eu- 
rope’s needs. West Germany, | 
France and Italy, on the other 
‘hand, already had pooled some 
of their missile development 
efforts. 

West Germany, moreover, is 
building under license German 
versions of the French Norat-| 
las troop transport aircraft, 
and is using or plans to use| 
United States T-33 and F-84)| 
jet aircraft and Canadian and | 
Italian-built models of the! 
United States F-86 jet intercep- 
tor. These planes are essentially | 
interim and transitional types | 
for training, while the new! 
West German air force is being | 
built up. 

The great problem has been | 
how many and what types of 
fighter interceptors West Ger- 
many would ultimately need 
and what proportion of avail- 
able funds should be used for | 
manned interceptors and what | 
proportion for anti-aircraft | 
missiles. 

Other Problems. 

Two other problems have 
complicated Bonn’s choice: the | 
problem of the constricted West 
German geography, which gives 
any air defense based on its | 
soil very little time, and the 
problem of production time. 

The Iron Curtain hangs on 
‘the eastern frontiers of West 
Germany. There are no allied 
advanced radar warning sta- 
tions east of this frontier. A 
jet bomber, moving at 600 
miles an hour, could cross 
West Germany from the East 
German frontier to the North 
sea in 30 minutes. 

West Germany needs, there- 
fore, manned or robot inter- 
ceptors that will get “‘upstairs” 
fast. Moreover, it has rela- 
tively little room in its thickly 
populated area for the con- 
struction of large airfields with 
long runways, which present 
easy targets for the enemy. 


West Germany has _ been | 
seeking, therefore, a_ light- | 
weight, relatively inexpensive | 
manned interceptor with a/| 


very high rate of climb, capa- 
ble of taking off from ‘short 
runways or unprepared strips. 
It plans to supplement this 
piloted aircraft with anti-air- 
craft missiles. 

West Germany's search has 
been complicated, however, by 
the fact that no adequate 
plane that fulfills all the re- 
quirements is now flying and 
that it will be two to four 
years or more before such a 
plane could be produced in 
quantity from existing blue- 
prints, mockups or prototypes. 

The organization and ex- 
pansion of the West German | 
air force already is lagging far 
behind the other services. Even 
the revised expansion sched- 
ule does not contemplate that 
West Germany will achieve 
before 1965 the 20 wings of 
1326 aircraft permitted to it. 

What the military leaders of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization want—and what the 
West German military chiefs 
themselves want—is air de- 
fense, growing in strength in 
the intervening years. If even 
the 1963 schedule is to be met, 
Bonn must decide this year 
what type of aircraft is to be

A large colony of Venezuelan 
political exiles here is headed 
by Gallegos and members of 
his former cabinet. In an in- 
terview, Gallegos did not press 
the point of his right to serve 
the full four years of the term 
to which he was elected by a 
four-to-one vote over his near- 
est competitor. 


He said the primary objec- 


‘tive of his opposition group in 


‘exile was to “reinstate a legal 
‘constitution and return Ven- 
‘ezuela to the observance of 
laws.” 

The exiled leader urged that 
foreign investors in Venezuela, 
especially the oil interests, give 
“serious reflection” to the situ- 
ation in Venezuela. He said 
that “it is not possible to build 
permanently on a basis of 
fraud and lies.” He charged 
that “relative morality seems 
to inspire the conduct of many 
investors who believe valid 
that which in the United States 
for instance is punished by 
law.” 

Venezuela’s “fabulous 
wealth,” Gallegos said, “is be-

Learning’s Rocky Road 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

No amount of money is going to 
produce additional mathematicians, 
engineers and scientists overnight. 
Before we can have them, we first 
must find the teachers to teach 
them; and in these fields teachers 

’ are in very short supply. 


Not only are competent teachers 
in these fields few and far be- 
tween, but so also are competent 
elementary grade teachers to pre- 
pare pupils for high school and ad- 
vanced learning in mathematics and 
the sciences. 


The body of knowledge is whole. 
There are no real divisions into 
mathematics, physics and chemis- 
try: each division, forcefully made 
only for mere convenience in 
teaching, blends into all the others. 
I am, therefore, skeptical of the 
success of any emphasized program 
that does not maintain a balance 
with and for the total needs of the 
child. 
; ~~ 7 ~ 

I do not believe that any such 
‘ program can succeed that does not 
start at the beginning with more 
and more competent—and better 
paid—teachers. 


To get these teachers, we need 
only apply what we already know. 
Promising young men and women 
do not go into teaching because 
the pay is too low and the social 
status of the job is downgraded by 
the better paid hodcarriers, butch- 
ers, bakers and candlestick-makers 
of the community. 

Why not then pay teachers, after 
some short, stated period of ex- 

rience, salaries commensurate at 
east with the incomes of skilled 
mechanics or lawyers? True, a lot 
of very ordinary teachers would 
benefit, but these will die off, and 
newcomers would, presumably, be 
worth their money. 

A second part of the answer is 
to require school boards and school 
administrators to treat teachers as 
professional ladies and gentlemen 
. and not as the hired help of a 

. sweat shop. 
* - ~ 

If this does not work—it will; it 
has never been tried—then some 
forms of subsidy should be con- 
sidered. The United States pays 
for the college education of future 
Army and Navy and Coast Guard 
officers on condition that gradu- 
ates serve in the Army, Navy or 
Coast Guard for a term of years 
after graduation. 

Why cannot teachers be educated 
in the same way and on the same 


' terms—teachers of mathematics, en- 


, 


gineering subjects and the sciences? 


There may be anwplifications and 
other answers, but I am convinced 
that anything basic that can be 
done to improve our prospects of 
outsmarting the Russians must be- 

in with the teachers in each kin- 

ergarten next February and con- 
tinue with unremitting teaching in 
each and every classroom of the 

- country from first grade through 
college. 


Any effort less comprehensive 
will be self-defeating, money-wast- 
ing gimcrackery. There is no royal

Northwest Democrats are preparing a last-ditch 
stand for a comprehensive development of the 
natural resources at Hell’s Canyon, on the Snake 
river, a tributary of the Columbia. 

Hell’s Canyon is the biggest undeveloped pow- 
er site in the United States. All its resources can 
be fully developed only by a comprehensive dam 
project of the United States Government. 

President Eisenhower favors turning over this 
natural resource to the Idaho Power Co., which 
is not prepared to develop all its potentials, or 
to develop any of them completely. His Depart- 
ment of Interior, which is supposed to be the 
watchdog of the national domain, has forfeited 
the site to the private utility, which is already 
building. 

Unless Representative Ullman and his allies 
can win their desperate uphill fight, the develop- 
ment of the Pacific Northwest will be crippled 
forever. 

The rivers of America belong to the people. 
Their federal nature was recognized by the Con- 
stitution in the clause giving Congress power 
to regulate commerce among the states. It has 
been repeatedly reaffirmed by the Supreme 
Court. President after President has recognized 
it, notably Theodore Roosevelt, Herbert Hoover, 
Franklin Roosevelt and Harry Truman. Congress 
has time after time reaffirmed the national char- 
acter of American rivers, as by setting a time 
limit during which licensed private dams will be 
permitted to operate before becoming subject to 
recapture by the sovereign Government. 


Senator Watkins cannot sell the Tennessee 
river, and the Pennsylvania Power & Light Co. 
cannot buy it. The Columbia river system does 
not belong to the Idaho Power Co. But unless 
there is eternal vigilance in Congress and among 
the electorate, these national treasures can be 
spirited away—by osmosis, by indirection, by 
subterfuge. As of the moment, the people are 
not winning.

Congressman Cannon Reads the Signs 

Missouri’s senior member of Congress, Clar- 
ence Cannon of Elsberry, is as well qualified 
as anyone in Washington and infinitely better 
than most to read the congressional signs of the 
times. He has been on Capitol Hill for 35 years 
and in recent terms he has had the notable van- 
tage point of chairman of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee. 

When the Representative of northeast Mis- 
souri foresees an attempted “spending spree in 
the guise of national defense,” the warning is 
one to heed. It means he has already had indi- 
cations that there are those in the Federal Gov- 
ernment who will try to use needed defense ap- 
propriations as pork barrels. 

Unless we are mightily mistaken, the mood 
of the country is this: let the Administration 
ask what it needs for defense and let Congress 
vote it. But these must be legitimate require- 
ments. There is no more reason for fat in ap- 
propriations now than at any other time. 

Congressman Cannon sounds a proper warn- 
ing. Fortunately he is in a position to con- 
tribute substantially toward making it effective.

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The ‘Impossible’ Begins 

The “impossible” became official for conti- 
nental Europe on New Year’s day. The Euro- 
mart and Euratom treaties, binding together six 
nations with half a dozen languages and quite 
different customs, went into effect. This was 
the longest stride toward the unification of Eu- 
rope since the coronation of Charlemagne 1158 
years ago. 

The purpose of the new institutions is no less 
than continental integration in the most im- 
portant fields of commerce and politics. As 
recently as August 1954, when the French 
Assembly rejected the European Defense Com- 
munity, it was asserted that European differ- 
ences, the outgrowths of thousands of years, 
simply could not be overcome. Some of those 
differences, of course, need not be overcome. 
Who wants to obscure all the characteristics 
which distinguish a Frenchman from a German, 
an Italian from a Luxembourger? Or who wants 
to sacrifice the great literature of Europe to 
some arbitrary common language? 


Such differences, however, need not obscure 
the fact that, for all its variety, Europe has 
treasured a tradition of unity since the fall of 
Rome. This ideal helped bridge deep cleavages 
in the last few years, and it will help to build 
more bridges in the years ahead. Today it is 
possible to say—not without anticipation of 
hair-splitting contradictions—that the realiza- 
tion of the ideal began with the EDC defeat. 


With the help of Anthony Eden, the Western 
European Union was formed as a substitute 
for EDC. Its purpose, of course, was the in- 
corporation of German strength in the military 
defense of the continent. But this accomplish- 
ment raised hopes for other fields. In May of 
1955, Belgium, The Netherlands and Luxem- 
bourg submitted proposals to France, Italy and 
West Germany. These led to the foreign min- 
isters’ meeting at Messina in June 1955. There 
it was agreed that “the development of common 
institutions, the progressive fusion of national 
economies, the creation of a common market 
and the harmonization of social policies” are es- 
sential to a prosperous future for the six nations. 

Implementation of these objectives began at 
Brussels on July 9, 1955. Committees and sub- 
committees were put to work on social prob 
lems, a common market, nuclear energy, con- 
ventional power, transportation. 

Reports were submitted to the foreign minis- 
ters at Venice in May. 1956. These became the 
basis of the new treaties. Meanwhile thg agree- 
ment reached by Paris and Bonn on the Saar 
in October 1956 showed that European states- 
manship can master situations which once were 
regarded as the seeds of war. 

Much remains to be done before the people 
of the six nations go to the polls to elect a com- 
mon parliament. But the tasks have been spe- 
cifically formulated. Target dates over 12 to

15 years have been set. Agencies are being 
created to do the work. Little of it will be easy. 
But the job is in hand. Europe has made the 
big decision to unite.

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Rich in Qil, Poor in Liberty 

The apparent failure of the revolt in Vene- 
zuela is far less surprising ‘than the fact that 
there was any revolt at all. For here is one of 
the hemisphere’s tightest dictatorships, swim- 
ming in oil and backed by a crack army carrying 
North American weapons. 

During the regime of President Marcos Perez 
Jimenez, Venezuelan oil has been pumping more 
than a billion dollars a year into public coffers. 
These profits from predominantly North Ameri- 
can oil companies are financing one of the 
world’s greatest public works programs—super- 
highways and super commercial structures and 
buildings. Venezuela is rich in everything but 
political freedom. 

In Perez Jimenez's view, “There must be a 
leader who shows the way without being per- 
turbed by the necessity of winning demagogic 
popularity.” This is a kind of inverted admis- 
sion that he never has won popularity. In 1952 
his government was apparently losing an elec- 
tion when it suddenly clamped down censorship 
and counted the ballots its own way. Last 
month Venezuelans were “allowed” to vote in 
a plebiscite, for or against the Government, 
without secret ballots. 

All the major political parties have vanished 
from Venezuela but one, and when that party’s 
leaders tried to hold a meeting, they were 
thrown into jail along with many other political 
prisoners. They have not held a meeting since. 
The press is strictly censored. Only the Roman 
Catholic Church has succeeded in open criti- 
cism. The Archbishop of Caracas recently 
pointed out that oil wealth had not reached 
all Venezuelans because “an important mass of 
our people are living in conditions that cannot 
be called human.” 

In such a situation, the,only likely source of 
successful rebellion is the armed forces, and 
apparently it was a segment of the air force 
which began the New Year’s day rebellion in 
Maracay. But the army belongs to the dictator, 
and there is no organized civilian opposition ex- 
cept in exile. Even in the event of accident, 
the nation lacks an orderly system for succession. 

Venezuela stands as an example of successful 
development by foreign capital and private en- 
terprise in a hitherto under-developed country. 
But this pursuit of wealth has proved no assur- 
ance in the pursuit of political happiness.

A Traffic Safety Record 


St. Louisans can congratulate themselves and 
their police for a remarkable traffic record in 
1957. The Police Department announces that 
77 deaths were caused by motor vehicles in the 
city last year, though there were 104 traffic 
deaths in 1956. In fact, the 1957 total was a 
record low for all the years since 1919. Yet 
vehicular traffic must have been heavier than 
ever. When traffic safety improves, it is usual- 
ly because of strict enforcement of traffic laws 
by the police and the use of common sense by 
the motorists. And both must hope that the 
record of the past year can be improved in 1958.

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Farmer Brueggemann’s Woodpile 

The United Press has sent out to its elients a 
picture of Otte Brueggemann’s woodpile over at 
Venedy, in Washington county, Ill. It may sound 
like a dubious newsphoto in these tense and 
violent times, but after seeing the picture we 
have only admiration for the perceptive editor 
who selected it. 

The photograph shows Farmer Brueggemann 
standing by his Kaskaskia river valley woodpile, 
and what a woodpile it is! Half again as high 
as its builder, it is designed to turn the most 
driving of rains and to keep out the most pene- 
trating ice and snow. Stanch, solid corners are 
built up with tiers of firewood pieces laid first 
one way and then the other. The sides of the 
square pile are formed with smooth, tight-fit- 
ting butt ends. And sloping down, at a 45- 
degree angle, from a high ridge-pole center, 
are overlapping pieces, laid lengthwise, like 
clapboards. All it needs is guttering to catch 
rain water in a barrel, and for all we know 
there may be just such a contrivance on the 
far side. 

The underlines tell us that Farmer Bruegge- 
mann is one of the few tillers of the soil in 
his whole area who still uses wood for fuel. 
He says he likes “old ways and methods” and 
that is why he saws, splits and stacks his own 
wood. He might have said something else. He 
might have said that he who cuts his own fuel 
is twice warmed—at the sawbuck and at the 
woodstove and fireplace. And that is just 
double all that anybody can claim for coal, gas 
or oil as a source of heat. The woodcutter of 
Venedy may not know it, but some city folks 
envy him and his woodpile these January nights.

Reform and the Aldermen 

Five proposals for changing the structure of 
St. Louis city government without changing the 
1914 Charter have been prepared at Mayor 
Tucker’s direction for submission to the Alder- 
men. This procedure is in accordance with a 
request by the Aldermen that the Mayor suggest 
changes that could be adopted by ordinance. 

Substantial changes of necessity were ruled 
out. Nevertheless the proposals coming from 
the Administration are worth while and deserve 
the necessary two-thirds approval of the 
Aldermen. 

One recommendation—for establishing a cen- 
tral record gystem on business taxes—grows 
directly from the Grand Jury's findings of the 
inadequacies of the present system of divided 
responsibility over these collections. 

Three of the other proposals call for consoli- 
dations—of inspection services, of public build- 
ing maintenance and of motor vehicle main- 
tenance and repair. They are not spectacular; 
but they ought to increase efficiency, and every 
little bit helps. The fifth would transfer cer- 
tain special benefit assessment records to the 
Comptroller's office. 

But Charter action is required to achieve any 
of the big, important and essential changes that 
will make a basic difference in the capacity of 
the city government to cope with today’s prob- 
lems. And here the Aldermen, not the City 
Administration, are wholly responsible for tak- 
ing the lead. They enjoy power to submit 
Charter changes to the people. 

The Aldermen also enjoy the services of 
David M. Grant as legislative consultant. Mr. 
Grant was hired at a salary of $9900 a year— 
$100 less than the Mayor gets—for the express 
purpose of helping the Aldermen prepare Char- 
ter proposals. If Charter change is the matter 
of importance and immediacy that Mr. Grant's 
employment suggests, then it is time th® Alder-

to the Rescue 


A Parisian Solution to the Traffic Problem 


From Architectural Forum 


In Paris, an imaginative engineer 
named Antoine Martin has advanced 
what is possibly the mosé radical solu- 
tion yet proposed for the grban traffio- 
jam 


He would eliminate vig®aally all pri- 
vate automobile traffie within the 
city core, require that the motorist 
park at a lot on the fringe. He bases 


‘his proposal, with typical Gallic logic, 


on the heroic and laconic proposition: 
“The automobile is paving the way 
to its own suppression.” 

Within the city Martin would allow 
only through-auto traffic, city busses, 
taxicabs and commercial vehicles, the 
latter operating under strict regula- 
tions, plus his special new vehicle: the 
U-drive car. Some 200,000 of these 
small autos, about half the size of a 
1958 Ford or Chevrolet, would scoot 
about the defined city center. Each 
would be coin-operated, like the vend- 
ing machine or a telephone. 

Martin estimates that the fleet 
would reduce the city’s auto traffic 


load to one quarter its present size. 
A private car in the city, he finds, is 
in operation for only about one and a 
half hours each day; during the other 
22% hours, it parasitically consumes 
valuable real estate space. The U- 
drive, on the other hand, would be 
used more preductively, at least four 
and a half hours each day, while con- 
suming much less space. 

As Martin observes: “A man who 
now drives to work leaves early to 
find a parking space close to his of- 
fice. During the day, he hestitates to 


use his car once he has found a ‘nice 
place’ to park. Should he take his 
car for some specific purpose, he may 
have to drive poem ¢ the block two 
or three times before he can find a 
new space.” Instead of driving into 
downtown in his private auto, Martin 
suggests that the Parisian should drive 
only part way, to a U-drive station. 
For the last leg, he travels by U-drive 
ear. (With French accommodation, 
Martin would allow a private car to 
drive into the center city only if it 
were piled with luggage and if it were 
immediately garaged or driven 
through, thus to allow for travelers’ 
convenience. ) 

Martin’s car would be small and 
simple, about the size of a French 
Renault, with four seats. It would 
have two forward gears, plus reverse, 
and a speed limit of 45 m.p.h._ It 
would operate on special tokens, ra- 
ther than coin currency, which would 
be sold only to licensed drivers. . For 
a 20-cent token, the driver could 
travel two and a half miles, or for 15 
minutes, with an additional token for 
each additional ‘two anda half miles. 

Far from being the isolated idea 
of an impractical individual, however, 
the Martin approach comes quite close 
to the methods suggested by men of 
established rationality. One such ally 
is New Yorker writer Lewis Mumford, 
who criticizes European city planners 
and administrators for being as re- 
luctant as Americans “to treat the 
problem of the motorcar on the only 
terms that will prevent it from making 
city life first unendurable and finally 
impossible.” He proposes a renais- 
sance of public transportation within 
the city, as well as the restriction of 
huge cars in the city core. Says Mum- 
ford: “The right to have access to 
every building in the city by private 
motorcar, in an age when everyone 
possesses such a vehicle, is actually 
the right to destroy the city.” 

When ¢ity’ officials in Paris, New 
York, Chicago and elsewhere come 
to recognize this swelling fact, then 
pro such as the Martin Plan will 
begin to stand out. Any panaceas 
will go the way of cardboard.

‘. Our Men of Learning Must Lead 


WASHINGTON. 


HE AMERICAN PEOPLE are at the beginning of what is 
certain to be a year of the highest drama. The theme of 
the drama will be whether our government and our society 
can rise to the great challenge which has now been put to them. 


The challenge lies in the fact 
that, as compared with our 
great rival, we are a declining 
power, destined—if we do not 
meet the chal- 
lenge—to know 
the frustrations 
and the insecu- 
rity of nations 
which have 
achieved and 
then lost their 
sense of mission 
and of great- 
ness. The true 
nature of the 
oF has x 

een defined 
with brilliant a, 
insight in an article in the cur- 
rent “Foreign Affairs,” written 
by Lloyd V. Berkner of the 
President's scientific advisory 
committee. I hope I am not 
distorting Mr. Berkner’s article 
in the following summary of 
his central thesis. 


Military Power Absolute. 


Military power, he says, has 
tended to become absolute in 
its destructiveness and yet rel- 
atively easy to acquire. “Both 
the ~ United States and the 
U.S.5.R. have acquired the 
power to destroy a people and 
all its wealth by a single blow.” 

Such absolute military power 
is so dangerous that it cannot 
be used, as has military power 
in other days, as an instrument 
of foreign policy. 

At the same time, we are 
living amidst the rise of the 
nations of Asia and of Africa 
to a new sense of what they 
need and are entitled to have. 
“Two sources of capital or its 
equivalent seem open to them: 
From the West, with its tradi- 
tional system of free enterprise, 
or from the Communist-domi- 
nated Soviet bloc.” 

But, he goes on to say, “The 
methods of Communism are 
suspéct because they substitute 
a new form of even more dras- 
tic slavery for. the old imperial- 
alism. Foreign investments by 
the. West is also suspect, not 
only because it is reminiscent 
of imperialism, but also because 
historically it has been used as 
an instrument of policy.” 


How Advantage Comes. 


This brings Mr. Berkner to 
his main point, one which no 
one else has as yet, I think, 
so clearly grasped. He writes: 
“In view of the reduced ef- 
fectiveness of both military 
power and national wealth as 
instruments of policy, a kind of 
power vacuum has appeared. 
Clearly, the side that can 
effectively develop a new in- 
strument will enjoy a powerful 
advantage. The Soviet Union 
seems to have found one in 
scientific achievement as a 
basis for claiming intellectual 
leadership.” 

At this point, Mr. Berkner 
pauses to point out that “the 
potentialities of intellectual 
leadership which we enjoyed 
after World War II were never

esses of human thought coupled 
with superb experimental skills. 
The discovery captured the 
imagination of men_  every- 
where, coming .as it did at a 
time when the world’s sources 
of fossile fuels were dwin- 
dling. 

“But we did not under- 
stand the political significance 
of this intellectual attainment 
and failed to capitalize fully 
on the opportunities. 

“The discovery of nuclear 
energy could have brought a 
flood of leaders and students 
from abroad to the feet of our 
teachers, and thus could have 
provided unbounded opportuni- 
ties to demonstrate the advan- 
tages of western methods. 

“But we clothed our new 
developments in a shroud of 
secrecy, imposed by our pre- 
occupation with military secur- 
ity. Although the secrecy has 
gradually been lifted, the op- 
portunity for us to exercise 
real leadership in this field 
has meantime been seriously 
limited.” 


Soviets Seized Opportunity. 


Then Mr. Berkner goes on to 
say that the Soviet Union has 
seen “an opportunity for lead- 
ership based on recognized in- 
tellectual stature. It has al- 
ready expanded its science 
teaching and its research insti- 
tutes, an action that the West 
misinterpreted as relating sole- 
ly to military power. 


“Leaders of the Soviet bloc 
are now capitalizing on intellec- 
tual leadership as a means of 
acquiring an essential element 
of what Milovan Diilas calls 
‘the inherent need of those in 
power to be recognizable proto- 
types of brilliance and might.’ 

“Their ready political and 
propagandistic exploitation of 
the great achievement of Soviet 
scientists upon launching the 
first earth satellites illustrates 
clearly their recognition of the 
advantages that scientific lead- 
ership can confer.” 


This describes the fundamen- 
tal challenge. The challenge is 
not whether we can maintain 
or restore.the balance of mili- 
tary power—necessary as it is 
to do that. The challenge is 
» whether we can restore the in- 
tellectual greatness of the 
West, if not to its old pre- 
eminence, at least to a new 
equality. 


Not Easy to Do. 


This will not be easy to do, 
and we cannot expect Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to become the 
leader and inspirer of an Amer- 
ican renaissance. 


The renaissance will have to 
come from men of learning of 
the stature of Mr. Berkner, men 
who know, because they live 
the intellectual life, what a 


fully recognized or exploited.

Geerg Solti to Conduct 
Orchestra in Overture, 
Two Symphonies. 


A Beethoven cycle begun by 
the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra in October will be re- 
sumed tomorrow and Sunday at 
concerts in the Kiel Auditori- 
um Opera House. Tomorrow's 
concert will begin at 8:40 p.m.

Beethoven conducted 
the orchestra which had the 
most important musicians then 
in Vienna. 


Guest Conductor Solti, here 
for the third successive sea- 
son, has been conductor of the 
opera and symphony at Frank- 
furt, Germany, since 1952. He 
has conducted in this country 
at the New York Philharmonic, 
the San Francisco and the Chi- 
cago Lyric Opera.

Home building next year 
will get off to a slow start and 
pick up momentum as the year 
goes on, with the second half 
of the year likely to see a 
greater number of starts than 
the first six months, Norman 
Strunk, executive vice presi- 
dent of the United States Sav- 
ings and Loan League, predicts. 

“Home building in 1958 will 
follow the same pattern as the 
_ year,” Strunk said. The

“AS a result of the increas- 
ingly competitive nature of 
the housing market, a higher 

ercentage of new homes are 

ing sold and financed on 
either a ‘built-to-order’ basis 
or, in the event of a project, 
from a single or a few model 
homes,” he said. “At the same 
time, there are fewer houses 
built on a speculative basis.” 

The league official explained 
that this shift in the “timing” 
of building programs reflects 
the change from a housing 
shortage, when almost any 
house built could be sold, to 
the present intensely competi- 
tive “buyer’s market.” 

“In today’s market, builders 
and lenders are reluctant to go 
very far on a limb unless 
buyers are in sight, which 
means that many housing 
starts are going to be delayed 
longer on into the building 
season than has usually been 
the case in earlier postwar 
years,” Strunk added. 

‘asserted that the shift in 
timing on many starts helps to 
explain why housing start fig- 
ures in early 1957 were gen- 
erally regarded as disappoint- 
ing; although 1957 eventually 
proved to be a “satisfactory” 
building year as starts and 
sales picked up later in the 
year. 

“We very well could have a 
repeat performance of 1957 
next year, and there should 
be no undue alarm if we do,” 
the League official said. 

Strunk said he shared the 
view that the national volume 
of home building in 1958 will 
run ahead of 1957, although he 
cautioned it might be the sec- 
ond. half-of-next year before 
the increase becomes appar- 
ent. 

“Securing home mortgage 
eredit will not present some 
of the problems it did in 1957,” 
he said. “There will be more 
mortgage money available, pos- 
sibly much more than most 
persons now anticipate.” 

Another factor of strength 
in the housing market, Strunk 
stated is the recent pick-up in 
the rate of new family forma- 
tions after a long decline ex- 
tending over several years. 

Strunk summed up the hous- 
ing outlook in this fashion: 

‘The potential market is 


’ there for a good building year, 


in terms of the number of 
prospective home buyers. 

“Home credit will be avail- 
able to finance more than a 
million starts in 1958, probab- 
ly on terms more liberal than 
prevailed during 1957. 

“Against this largely favor- 
able background, the housing 
industry must carefully meas- 
ure the type of new homes and 
the price ranges of new homes 
that will appeal to this market, 
and then build them.” 

The official cautioned that 
as important as the number of 
potential buyers and home 
eredit terms are, they are far 
from “all-important” in deter- 
mining whether the American 
eonsumer decides to buy or 


not.

Some 
congressional staff experts pre- 
dict privately there will be a 
réturn to deficit financing in 
fis¢al '59—even if the Eisen- 
hower budget shows a balance 
—«because the business sag is 
ciftting into tax collections. 

A budget deficit is consid- 
ered stimulative and _  infla- 
tionary; it means that Uncle 
Sam is putting more spending 
raoney into the pockets of the 
pablic than he is taking out. 
Fjit one high White House ad- 
vieer, discussing the outlook 
privately, has suggested that 
tae psychological impact of an 
upturn in spending may con- 
tribute. more importantly to 
business recovery than the fed- 
eral dollars themselves. 

Watching Reaction. 

“The reaction of the indus- 
trial economy will be the thing 
to watch,” this official said. 

“It is quite possible that 
corporations will be encour- 
aged to revive the plant and 
equipment projects which they 
have canceled or postponed in 
the past few months.. The ef- 
fect could be galvanic. 

“This business downtown {s 
a capital equipment recession. 
The chief force that kept the 
boom going for three years 
was the steady, record-break- 
ing increase of industry's out- 
lays on plant and equipment. 
Industrial capacity finally 
eaught up with the market; 
now it has to wait a while. 

“If the Government comes 
back into the market with sub- 
stantially heavier spending, 
the wait will be shorter.”

WASHINGTON Jan. 3 (AP)— 
The average American in 1958 
will do his best to pay off his 
bills and get out of debt. Not 
so..Uncle Sam. He will have 
his hands full just borrowing 
the money to keep his creditors 
happy so he can stay in debt. 
Before the close of this year, 
54 billion dollars worth of gov- 
ernment securities come due. 
At best not more than a billion 
or so of this debt can be wiped 
off the books. The rest will 
have to be refinanced by bor- 
rowing new money to pay off 
bid obligations. 
' In addition to this 54 billion 
dollars, there is the $1,700,000,- 
000 which the government bor- 
ows every week on 91-day 
ills. In other words, the gov- 
ernment borrows it this week 
and pays it back later on fresh- 
ly borrowed money. All this 
represents a debt of about 22 
billion dollars which is “rolled 
bver” or refinanced every 13 
weeks, or four times a year. 
Even that may not be the end 
of it. If tax receipts don’t keep 
uP with government spending, 
nele Sam will have to borrow 
more money to keep going. No 
ope can predict at this point 
just what that situation will be.

Wage rates definitely will 
rise in 1958, but take-home pay 
may not do as well.

Unquestionably the unions do 
not wish to spread unemploy- 
ment.

In a period of 
declining activity, the monetary 
authorities can establish the 
conditions which make it easier 
for individuals and corporations 
to finance capital investments. 
The decisions to undertake 
capital investments are mo- 
tvated by many other factors 
tnan the supply, availability, o 
cost of credit. 

It is probable that govern- 
ment expenditures will rise 
slightly next year, but it is 
doubtful whether a deficit of 
the size expected would serve 
to stimulate industrial activity 
greatly.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AP) 
—For two years a stealthy hand 
has been dipping ever deeper 
into the pocketbooks of the 
American consumer. The loot 
totals billions and billions of 
dollars. The villain is inflation, 


a thief that cares not where he 
strikes nor whom he hurts. He 
robs rich and poor alike, the 
western rancher and the De- 
troit auto worker, the southern 
tobacco farmer and the Wall 
Street broker. Americans liv- 
ing on fixed incomes have suf- 
fered most, but few others have 
been spared completely. 

For 1958, economists are 
cautiously predicting better 
things. If the thief is not dead, 
he appears at least to be in 
hiding.

tional product estimated - at 
$30,800,000,000 compared with 
$29,900,000,000 in 1956. And 
indications are that even if a! 
slower pace continues, produc- | 
tion this year will remain. 
around the record levels which | 
have been built up. However, 
with a fast-increasing popula- | 
tion and with the increase in | 
production facilities of recent 
years, Canada faces the neces- 
sity of substantial yearly in- | 
creases if average prosperity is | 
to be maintained. 

Employment has been at a 
record high. But, with an in- 
creased labor force, seasonal 
unemployment threatens to be 
bigger in the coming months 
than in any of the postwar 
years. 

Employment in October to-

Disappointing Year. 

Many industry records fell in 
1957 but the year as a whole 
was disappointing to most 
operators. The Suez crisis 
caused domestic crude output 
to soar to record heights in 
late March. But sharp cutbacks 
that followed the abrupt end- 
ing of the Middle East emer. 
gency more than wiped out 
gains made during the oil-for- 
Europe build up. 


The first general increase in 
crude prices since 1953 spread 
across the country last January 
but at year-end there was talk 
the boost might fall in early 
1958 unless problems of over 
supply are eased. 

Daily crude output at the 

end of the year was nearly 1,- 
000,000 barrels below iate 
March. While a 6 per cent in- 
crease over 1956 had been fore- 
cast, total 1957 crude produc- 
tion was expected to do little 
more than match the record 
2.6 billion barrels of 1956. 
-. A normal 4 to 5 per cent in- 
crease in demand for petroleum 
and petroleum products had 
been predicted but the 1957 
gain was expected to be under 
one per cent. Gains forecast 
for 1958 were being lowered at 
year-end to less than three per 
cent. The blame was being 
placed not only on the quick 
domestic cutbacks after the 
reopening of the Suez but also 
on a large carryover of gasoline 
into 1957 and weak demand for 
heating fuels last winter. 


Decline in Drilling. 

Production and demand are 
subject to seasonal and annual 
fluctuations but one 1957 de- 
cline caused almost unanimous 
concern among both major and 
independent producers. Drilling 
operations declined the first 
time since 1949. New wells 
drilled were expected to ap- 
proximate 55,000 compared to 
the 1956 record that exceeded 
58,000.

This crisis is 
much more serious among east- 
ern railroads than anywhere 
else. More dramatic industrial 
and population growth in other 
areas has enabled the roads 
serving those territories to 
avert many problems confront- 
ing their eastern colleagues. 
The chief problem in the 
East, and one which appears 
to be approaching the show- 
down stage, is the mounting 
deficits (measured by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commis- 
sion formula) from passenger 
operations. It is particularly 
acute on lines with many com- 


That’s not the entire prob- 
lem, however. Eastern rail- 
roads have also lost freight 
traffic. They have suffered 
severely from competition with 
trucks, barges and pipelines as 
well as busses, airplanes and 
the private automobile. 

Bedeviled by their problems, 
managements of eastern roads 
are searching for a way out. 
The New York Central and the 
Pennsylvania, the nation’s two 
largest roads, are studying a 
merger. So are the Erie, the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western and the Delaware & 
Hudson. 

The Baltimore & Ohio is 
seeking to end its passenger 
service between Baltimore, 
Philadelphia and New York.

Third, the large funded debt 
of railroads tends to intensify 
reversals in their earnings 
trends. In investment circles 
this is known as “leverage.” A 
slump in operating income, 
noticeable this year, produces 
a comparatively larger drop in 
net income. But it works the 
other way, too; rail earnings 
can t up fast when economic 
activity is climbing rather than 
slumping. 

Nevertheless, the rails have 
lost ground in the World War 
II period as compared with 
other means of transportation. 
This decline was emphasized 
this year as net income for the 
first nine months, at $558,000.- 
000, slumped $74,000,000 from 
last year. 

There are today 40,000 feWer 
freight cars than 10 years ago 
and 7000 fewer passenger cars 
than when World War II be- 
gan. Trackin service has de- 
clined by 15,000 miles since 
1940. Nearly one out of four 
freight cars is 30 years or more 
old, Rails are earning less than 
4 per cent on their investment. 

Between 1946 and 1956 rail 
coach passengers dropped from 
408,000,000 to 165,000,000. 
Sleeping car passengers fell 
from 43,000,000 to 16,000,000. 
Since 1939 the railroads’ share 
of freight traffic has declined 
from 62.3 per cent to a little 
less than 50 per cent.

Live stock production and 
feeding in 1957 was a more 
profitable enterprise than any 
other major farm activity. Re- 
ceipts from live stock and 
products for the year were up 
5 per cent, while crop receipts 

were down 10 per cent. 

Higher prices for cattle, 
calves, hogs and sheep coupled 
with lower feed costs resulted 
in the most favorable live 
stock-feed ratios since 1950-51. 
Strength in markets resulted 
from a 5 per cent decrease in 
live stock production and 
slaughter and an unusually 
strong consumer demand for 
meats. 

The need to utilize large sup- 
plies of wet grains during the 
final two months of the year 
delayed farm shipments of 
stock and produced temporary 
strength in markets. In the last 
full week of 1957 hogs were up 
10 per cent from a year earlier; 
slaughter steers were up 25 
per cent and lambs showed a 
net gain of 15 per cent. Hog 
prices were the highest for De- 
cember in four years.

NEW YORK, Jan. 3 (AP)—§| 
For retailers, 1957 was a year | 
of changing patterns.

The increase in total re- 
tail spending—from 191% bil- 
lion dollars in 1956 to 200 
billions in 1957—was entirely | 
| due to two factors: prices were 
higher than in 1956 and there 
_were more consumers to buy 
| for. 

Layoffs in major industrial 
centers clouded the 1957 retail 
scene. So did thinner pay en- 
/velopes and smaller dividend 
checks. Many consumers had 
less folding money. 
| After several years of ‘‘trad- 
ing up’—steering customers to 

higher quality, higher priced | 
| goods—merchants encountered 

a stubborn wall of price resist- 

ance. Big stores planned to 

put more emphasis on lower 
priced merchandise in 1958. 


| Profits Down. 


| With operating costs at a 
record peak, many retailers 
Iowa profits diminish. The ac-

It was a year of intense 
competition. The department

Inflation Cuts Buying. 

Merchants complained that 
basic living costs were making 
a bigger dent in family budg- 
ets, leaving less money to be 
spent in retail stores. They 
cited: higher transit fares, in- 
creasingly expensive medical 
care, costlier auto insurance, 
rising rents, higher property 
taxes. 

Russia’s Sputniks cast long 
shadows. With the Federal 


Government pushing develop- 
/ment of guided missiles, hopes 
for a 1958 tax cut faded fast. 


Merchants had counted heavily 
on tax reductions to bolster 
consumer purchasing power. 

Women’s apparel provided 
one of the brighter spots in the 
1957 retail picture. Food mar- 
kets scored substantial gains; 
drug stores did a landoffice 
business in cosmetics, antibi- 


_otics, aspirine and gifts. Appli- 


ance dealers, plagued by slow 
sales, hoped for a 1958 im- 
provement in homebuilding 
which would revive demand 
for TV sets, washing machines, 
dryers, stoves and refrigera- 
tors. 

Consumers could lock for- 
ward to a new round of mark- 
downs, cle*rance sales and dis- 
counts.

By Mild Weather in 1957

NEW YORK Jan. 3. (AP) — 
Mild weather in 1957 was al 
break fer the homeowner but a 
disappointment to the natural 
gas industry, slowing the rise’ 
in sales to a virtual crawl. 

The American Gas Associat- 
tion said the utilities sold 2 
yer cent more gas than in 1956, 
@ far cry from the 9 per cent 
jump the year before. Rev- 
enues gained about 4 per cent 
compared with the 13 per cent 
climb the previous year. 

The warm winter caused a 
sharp cut in the use of natural 
gas for house heating, which 
has become an increasingly im- 
portant part of the gas picture. 

William H. Otto, A.G.A. presi- 
dent and chairman of Laclede 
Gas Co., St. Louis, said about 
18,000,000 customers heat 
their homes with natural gas, 
an increase of 1,250,000 over 
the 1956 figure. He expects the 


end of 1959. 

All told, the gas industry 
serves around 31,000,000 homes, 
not counting some 9,000,000 
which use bottle gas because 
they are beyond the reach of 


utility mains. 


The companies poured two 
billion dollars into construction, 
$400,000,000 more than in 1956. 

Many utilities went all out to 
promote built-in gas ranges for 
kitchens and reported gas ap- 
pliance shipments held up very 
well, despite the dip in the 
economy: 

The appliance outlook was 
brightened by the prospect of 
an increase in home building.

TOBACCO TRADE 
TOPSY-TURVEY DUE 
TO HEALTH SCARE

RALEIGH, N.C., Jan. 3 (AP) 
—Topsy-Turvy was the word 
for conditions in the tobacco 
industry in 1957. Things were 
changing so rapidly that about 
the only thing the tobacco man 
could be sure of was that to- 
morrow would be different. 

The cigarette-health scare 
had changed the nation's smok- 
ing habits and had pushed the 
filter cigarette from obscurity 
to the top of the ladder in five 
years. 

Cigarette production was at 
a record level, indicating that 
relatively few people quit 
smoking because of the health 
scare. But what trand they 
smoked was subject to change 
almost as swiftly as the head- 
lines. New brands of cigarettes 
and new packages such as flip- 
top boxes appeared on the 
market with bewildering ra- 


pidity.

Good Quail Hunting 


At Possum Trot Farm 


NOT SINCE THIS COLUMN STARTED has a quail 
geason gone by without mention—and the matter does 
grave injustice to Tiger, the Irish setter. The truth is 
we were away until the season was half over. But on 

the first free day after 
our return, I drove to 
\ | [is Leo Odum’s farm in 
Vl is 0 northern Arkansas where 
iy i Tiger had boarded during 
our absence. The day 
that I made the trip 
happened to be the open- 
ing of the Arkansas quail 
season and Tiger and 
Leo had gone hunting 
so that I had to wait 
awhile for them to come 
home. But it was warm 
and sunny and the coun- 
try roads that lead to the 
Odum farm, which is 
some 15 miles south of 
Doniphan and not far 
from Current river, were 
alive with migrating 
songbirds, so that I didn’t 
mind the delay of an 
4 hour or two. 
Bluebirds flocked along the over-grown fence rows in 
dozens, as did cardinals and mockingbirds. There were 
chickadees and titmice and Carolina wrens and nuthatches 
in large numbers. Fox sparrows scratched in the thickets 
like minature hens, and I marked the towhee, purple 
finch, white-crowned and white-throated sparrows and song 
sparrow. In the fields were flocks of doves and many 
meadowlarks, while every old dead tree was the resting 
place of a red-shouldered or red-tailed hawk. Twice when 
I had parked to try for a shot with the movie camera 
on the gun-stock, I heard the chatter of quail and watched 
a covey of bobwhites feeding along a fence-row. 


- 
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When Leo came home he reported they had 
more quail than since the drouth started six years 
ago and that he’d had a good string of young dogs 
to train during the autumn. As for Tiger, he 
was in fine shape, though by no means eager to 
leave the Odums and their young daughter Marga- 
ret who, we have an idea, spoils him. 


There are always too many things happening at Pos- 
sum Trot to make a business of quail hunting; although 
this doesn't mean that Tiger and I haven't had some en- 
joyable rounds of the fields. On a rainy weekend soon 
after we got home, Bob Erwin and his wife Sue came from 
Chicago for a visit. Hunting conditions were about as 
rough as they could be, with a light rain falling all day 
long. Under these circumstances it is hard to tell where 
you will find birds or how they will handle after you 
find them. Moreover, this was our first hike over the 
farm with Tiger since the “autumn shuffle” when the 
coveys locate their wintering territories. Despite unfav- 
orable conditions, however, we’ managed to find some 
birds and get a bit*of shooting. 


LATER TRIPS AFIELD, as might be expected have 
been more satisfactory. With better weather the birds 
spend more time in the open. Moreover, when one hunts 
over a liimted territory as we do, an intelligent dog soon 
learns the best way to work it and seems to know just 
about where and when he will find his birds. This doesn’t 
always work, for now and then we make a round without 
finding a single covey in their normal haunts. But gen- 
erally it does—and this means we can make the most 
of our hunt, even when we have only a couple of hours 
to spend. Moreover, with each trip afield Tiger’s work 
improves and our greatest satisfaction is that we haven't 
lost a crippled bird all season. Now we are hoping, if 
the good weather holds, to make at least one trip down to 
Arkansas where there will be hunting until the end of 
January. 


The bobwhite is, it seems to me, quite a 
predictable creature. From the standpoint of the 
wildlife technician he is not as easy to manage as 
some other game species. He lives, primarily on 
land owned by individual farmers and this land 
can only be “managed” to improve bobwhite’s 
living conditions if the farmer is interested in 
such improvement. In this day of bigger farms, 
low farm prices and more intensive cropping, the 
future doesn’t look too bright; for these conditions 
are entirely different from those under which we 
manage deer in national forests or waterfowl on 
publicly-owned lands. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, no species will co-operate 
more amicably with the interested landowner than the 
bobwhite. Here at Possum Trot this season the early 
hatch is in our low-lying fields was entirely lost due to 
high water that drowned out the nests and the young 
birds. Most pairs eventually brought off broods, but these 
birds are small as compared with those on the higher 
ground. During the drouth years when all of our quail 
food and cover was grazed out by our cattle, few coveys 
survived on the farm. But they did not disappear entirely, 
for there was always some habitat left in the woods. We 
know this, because during the past season most of our 
areas that normally support a covey are once more in- 
habited. With a good population at the season’s end and 
more winter food and cover that we have had for years, 
*e should have an excellent carryover, barring bad ice 
storms or some other disaster. Then if next season brings 
normal weather, the rest of our “environmental niches” 
will fill up with nesting pairs and we will again reach a 
maximum quail population.

QUESTION: “IF I TAKE figure molding exercises, how 
long will it be before I get results?

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Rocket to Moon Just 5 Years Away 


24,000 Miles an Hour Speed Is All That Is Needed, Expert Explains

MANKIND HAS finally 
reached the point where there 
is nothing either impossible or 
mysterious about sending «a 
rocket to the moon. 

The Russians happen to be 
ahead of America at the mo- 
ment because of their success- 
ful sputniks. But in five years 
these nations will be aiming 
rockets at the moon both to ob- 
tain scientific information aad 
to determine whether scarce 
and rare minerals are on its 
surface. 


This doesn’t mean, how- 
ever, human beings will land 
on the moon or even see it at 
first-hand within those five 
years. What will happen is 


that a rocket probably will 
circle the moon and return 
to the vicinity of the earth, 
and that a two-rocket system 
might actually bring back «a 
sample of the moon’s surface 
layers. 


With Russia’s demonstration 
that engineers can blast a 
rocket into an 18,000 mile an 
hour orbit around the earth, 
the journey to the moon be- 
comes merely a matter of added 
development. All that is neces- 
sary now is to increase the 
speed to 24,000 miles an hour. 

IT’S LIKE Bob Feller tossing 
a baseball toward the top of a 
tree.

Desserts

WHEN WE BROUGHT UP 
the subject of the decline of 
rich and unugual desserts the 
other day, we seem to have 
struck a responsive chord 
among our masculine readers. 
In fact, we seem to get the 
definite impression that 
they’re on the verge of revolt 
against substituting a nice 
little salad, or a thin sliver of 
cheese, for dessert; and they 
are fairly drooling for some- 
thing with whipped cream and 
custard and stuff like that. 


American women, it is gen- 
erally conceded, make the best 
pie in the world, when they 
get around to it. And during 
the holiday season they may 
whip up a fruit cake and some 
fancy cookies. But beyond that 
they seem to have lost interest 
in desserts. In fact, dessert has 
almost become a bad word. 

On the other hand, most 
men still love a good dessert, 
as you will discover when you 
get one of them away from 
home and into a restaurant 
where such things are avail- 
able. 

In fact, most of the richest 
and best known desserts were 
invented by men, from Peach 
Melba to Crepes Suzette. The 
great Escoffier invented some 
excellent ones, among them 
Peaches Eugenie. It isn’t hard 
to make, and if you'd like to 
take a try at it, here’s how: 

The original recipe calls for 
fresh ripe peaches, but canned 
peach halves can be substi- 
tuted. Place them in a flat 
glassware dish with sides and 
spread strawberries—fresh, or 
frozen, depénding on the sea- 
son—over them. Then add a 
thin sprinkling of sugar and a 
sprinkling of Kirsch or mar- 
aschino. Put them in the ice 
box. | 

Next make a Sauce Saboyan. 
Put four egg yolks in a sauce- 
pan and add four tablespoons 
of sugar. Put the pan in a pan 
of boiling water and cook and 
beat until it’s smooth and 
thick. Then you can flavor it 
with rum, brandy, Curacao or 
whatever liqueur you like. 
Whip it some more, off the 
fire, until it’s frothy. Put this 
in the ice until it’s cool, 
then spread if over the peaches 
and let it all chill well to- 
gether. 


ANOTHER show-off dessert 
is made with ripe pears. Like 
this. Peel them carefully but 
leave the stems on. Put them 
in cold water. While they're

The Russians are reported 
to be building a submarine 
capable of circling the globe 
underwater. One thing about 
the traveler who goes around 
the world that way, he won't 
bring back a lot of color slides 
to bore you with, 
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equals a trip to the moon (and 
a return, too, as will be ex- 
plained below); and 25,500 miles 
an hour or better equals a trip 
straight out into space. 


Now, let’s look at the 24,- 
000 miles an hour picture. A 
rocket going at this speed 
can be aimed so it can hit 
the moon, since a bull’s-eye 
trajectory will reach into the 
moon's gravitational field 
and the rocket will be pulled’ 
into collision. Or it can be 
aimed so it arrives off to one 
side of the moon, coasts 
around the moon in a com- 
puted orbit, and then zips 
back toward earth. 


This gave Krafft A. Ehricke 
of Convair Corp. a good idea. 
He has proposed that America 
send up a moon-circling rocket 
which can carry a television 
transmitter and send back pic- 
tures of the side of the moon 
we never see. 


BUT PERHAPS there is a 
still better idea. It might be 
possible to send up one rocket, 
have it burst an atom bomb on 
the moon's surface, and then 
have a moon-circling rocket 
sweep up enough of the scat- 
tered material to bring it back 
to earth for analysis! 

As was said at the beginning, 
none of this is impossible. It 
would be a gigantic effort since 
it would require a three-stage 
rocket assembly 20 times big- 
ger than Vanguard and weigh- 
ing 240,000 pounds. Mr. Ehricke 
has said an American intercon- 
tinental ballistics missile, slight- 


ly souped up, could do the job.

Fix It Yourself By Hubsard Cod 


THERE ARE two schools of 
thought on what to do when 
you have a wood floor with 
wide cracks between the floor 
boards. The modern school says 
to fill the cracks with any sort 
of filler you can get your hands 
on and then cover the, whole 
works with linoleum or some 
similar type of hard surfaced 
flooring. The other school of 
thought says to fill the cracks 
with a filler that matches the 
wood and then refinish the en- 
tire floor. We don’t really 
agree with either school. 

If you have a fine old plank 
floor and there are cracks be- 
tween the floor boards it's 
worth the time and effort it 
will take to fill the seams. If 
the cracks are not too wide 
they can be filled with a filler 


» such as plastic wood stained 


to match the color of the wood. 
After the plastic wood is 
dry the entire floor can be 
sanded and refinished. If you 
prefér, you can use a filler 
made of sawGust — sawdust 
from the same wood as the 
floor is made of—mixed with 
wood glue into a paste. 

If you have just a plain old

> HE INVITED ME to freeze with him in the little ledge 
which hangs off section 29 like a painter's scaffold.

The television team consists of four men. Schenkel 
sits on a high stool on the right side of the ledge facing 
the field. In front of him is a book of notes on players, 
their ages, backgrounds, weight, height, recent accom- 
plishments. Farther out, there is a seven-inch television 
set. As Mr. Schenkel looks out at the field, 60 yards 
away, he also gets a closeup of the players on the field. 

Next to him stands Ernie Berkaw, This is the silent 
one. He is a man with shiny, ruddy skin. His mandibu- 
lars work on his gum when there is no play. The moment 
something starts, the jaws stop. he is the spotter. Mr. 
Berkaw wears no glasses, does not use binoculars. Whether 
the play is nearby or far up the field, he knows who has 
the ball, who is running’ interference, and who is making 
the tackle. 


Mr. Berkaw is a most important man. On the 
ledge before him, he has a magnetized board. On 
it are green squares and yellow squares. The 
yellow squares have -the ‘names adhd’ numbers of 
the Cleveland Browns (who won on this day, 
34 to 28). This is the offensive team. The blue 
squares represent the Giant defensive team. _ 


’ THE PIECES are in football formation and, the moment 
a play begins to boil, Berkaw stops chewing, points a left 
index finger at the square representing the ball carrier 
and Mr. Schenkel glances from the field at the board, an- 
nounces who is carrying, and the finger moves to point to 
the squares representing players who are running inter- 
ference for the ball carrier. As the ball is grounded, the 
finger touches the squares of Giant players who made the 
kill. 

When Cleveland kicks off to the Giants, Mr. Berkaw 
flips his little board over. On the opposite side are mag- 
nets representing the Giant offensive, and the Browns 
defensive teams. Mr. Berkaw also keeps a little pad going, 
and this lists total first downs, yardage gained and lost 
in air and on the ground, depth of kicks, and so forth. 

The next man on the ledge is Jim McKay. He too has 
a big notebook in front of him and a small television set. 
Mr. McKay is small and blond and has a reputation as a 
sharp, concise sports announcer. He can say more, in 
fewer words, than Mrs. Ralph Kramden. He utters the 
running color story between plays. 


Behind these three stands Mack Bing, young 


actor and associate director. He wears a headset 


and a throat microphodne and he keeps this team 


operating smoothly. In his pocket, he carries little 


cue cards and, at intervals, he taps McKay on the 
shoulder, hands him one to read, and points to him 


silently. 


McKAY SAYS: “There will be morc half-time enter- 
tainment for you, but right now let's pause for just a 
minute.” ‘Those words are on the card. Duplicates of 
each card are in the hands of station -managers all over 
the eastern United States. When they hear the words on 
the cards, they cut in for the local commercial announce- 
ments. 

Down on the edge of the field, a big CBS television 
truck stands. It hums like a dynamo, Here, Byron Paul 
directs the show for the air. He has four television sets 
which pick up four different views of the game. He spends 
his time picking out one view to sen“ out on the air. 

On this day, 54,000 people saw the game. When I 
climbed off the ledge, I whispered “Thanks.” I'd have

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Fire--A Sad Blow to Webster Groves 


Spectators With Tears in Their Eyes Watch

MEN, WOMEN AND CHIL- 
DREN of Webster Groves 
crowded the Lockwood avenue 
sidewalks which normally 
would have been deserted on 
New Year’s afternoon and 
watched one of their town’s 
best loved buildings destroyed 
by.fire. It was the Elizabeth 
Holloway Woods. memorial 
chapel of the Webster Groves 
Presbyterian Church, built in 
1891, and once the main 
sanctuary of the church. 


There were many with tears 
in their eyes and I was one of 
them, We belong to the First 
Congregational church across 
the street and there is much 
friendly rivalry but real esteem 
between the two churches. 
Both are 91 years old, a part 
of historic Webster. We sing to 
the majestic music of their 
organ on our way to Sunday 
school. 


“It’s a terrible way to start 
the new year,” many said. And 


a more frequent comment, 
“Doesn't it just make you 
sick?” 


It did. We saw it by accident. 
On our way home from a 
friend’s house, at 2:20 p. m., a 
policeman rerouted us around 
the area. We saw smoke. 


“I think it’s the bank,” our 
little boy said. “No, it’s Aunt 
Helen’s church.” 


We parked the car and 
walked to Lockwood. Several 
dozen others were doing the 
same. Smoke was seeping 
through the walls. A Webster 
Groves fire engine stood in 
front of the chapel, a stone 
miniature of the big church, 
and hose stretched down the 
street to the fire house a block 
away. 

A fireman walked up the 
steps to the handsome paneiled 
doors with their big Christmas 
wreaths. He raised an ax. 


“Give me a dime,” I said to 
my husband. “I have to make 
a phone call.” I hurried down 
to the drug store because I 
couldn’t bear to look. 


I called the Post-Dispatch 
photo department and KSD 
news room. When I came back, 
a big white Clayton Fire De- 
parement hook - and - ladder 
truck was the center of at- 
tention. Smoke was dense. 


“Watch this,” fathers told 
their children. “Now that man 
will hold onto the ladder and 
they'll swing it up...” 

They did, and small boys 
cheered, but as it swung over 
to the huge stained glass arch 
there were murmurs. 

“Oh, no, they’re not going to 
break the window,” women 
worried. 

“Of course,” their husbands 
told them impatiently. “How 
else can they get the hose in 
there?” 

Even so when the top pane 
shattered there were audible 
gasps. Water gushed into the 
hole, 

“I’m glad Dr. Scherer isn’t 
here to see it,” one woman 
said, (Dr. Harry Scherer, long- 
time minister, retired to Cali- 
fornia last year; the Rev. Dr. 
Reuben F. Pieters is there 
now.) 

About 100 people had col- 
lected. Boys on bicycles. Girls 
shivering in Bermuda shorts. 
Men with cameras. Women with 
scarfs over their heads. Dogs. 
A girl with a dachshund but- 
toned up into her coat. 

“Let’s go home and get on 
warmer clothes,” many said. 

From our house on a hill 
several blocks away you could 
see smoke billowing into a dark 
gray tower above the building.

This book shows how early 
my husband’s interest in con- 
servation developed and _ in 
how many ways it affected 
some of the programs he pro- 
posed or fostered as State 
Senator, as Governor and as 
President. 

THE QUOTATION chosen 
for the beginning of the book 
is one taken from a speech 
made in Cleveland, O., Novem- 
ber 2, 1940. In it he described 
a vision which he kept in the 
forefront of his mind in the 
early days of his manhood, 
and from then to the end of 
his life. He said: “I see an 
America whose rivers and 
lakes—hills and streams and 
plains—the mountains over our 
land and nature’s wealth deep 
under the earth—are protected 
as the rightful heritage of all 
the people.” 


These two volumes. can be 
bought from the library, and 
if anyone is interested in con- 
servation, regardless of whether 
he believes politically in any 
of my husband's ideas, I think 
he will find the material in 
these books of great interest. 


THERE ARE many things 
that need to be done in this 
country before this vision of 
my husband will really come 
about, namely, the prevention 
of floods and drouths, or at 
least setting up methods by 
which areas prone to drouths 
can be irrigated. 


We cannot go on allowing 
our top soil to flow into the 
sea and to spend millions to 
repair damage done by floods 
instead of millions for their 
prevention. The measures 
taken for conservation in the 
early days now become more 
urgent and more comprehen- 
sive, since we are no longer 
a pioneer country but one 
which must conserve and re- 
build its natural resources.
